The wise do 
not foredoom the great hopes of time by an 
accident of the hour, neither do the for- 
tunes of a battle decide against the millen- 
jums of God's good will to men and peace 
on earth. 

In studying events, we need to grasp 
them. War, sometimes, has proportions 
running in parallels with the principle that 
crashes through the crisis, and the destiny 
of generations that must live and die in its 
far reaching finalities. As yet we are not 
equal toa full comprehension of the war 
through which the nation is passing. A 
few years hence, the historian will discern 
clearly what now we see through a glass 
darkly. 

When Sumpter fell, men believed rebel. 
lion would be crushed and reason restored 
in three months. If the three months’ army 
had mastered the emergency the war would 
have been a short one. But all signs of a 
short war have failed us, and instead of it, 
looms up in fearful proportions a thorough 
war. Down to the fall of Sumpter, com- 
promise was the great hope on which rested 
the settlement of our national troubles. In 
some shape or other it was entertained by 
our leading statesmen. It has proved a vain 
hope. Since we have learned more of the 
genesis, the matured plot and compact life 
of this high treason we realize the pefect 
impotency of mere compromise to conquer 
it. Instead, therefore, of compromise, the 
whole power af the Government is pledged 
to crush it. Instead of 75,000 volanteers 
for a three-months campaign, Congress has 
voted with a unanimity, itself a political 
miracle, to equip an army of 500,000 men 
and levy $500,000,000 to prosecute and 
Jinish up the war. How the nation will 
readjust and reconstruct after this war, re- 
mains to be known; of this, however, we 
have no doubt a thorough war will bring on 
a settlement that will stand for a thousand 
years, longer too. 

The success of the Government so far 
may be summed up as follows: foreign gov- 
ernments that were expected to give indi- 
rect aid to the confederate traitors by re- 
ceiving their commissioners and acknow}l- 
edging their independence, have been noti- 
fied that such measures would lead to war. 

_ Foreign nations have not as yet, neither 
will they very soon dare lift a finger for the 
traitors. Maryland and Missouri have been 
torn from the clutches of the Confederates ; 
Virginia is also lost except the country 
guarded by Manassas. Kentucky faltered 
in the movement, and is now forever saved 

_ to the Union. The Blockade holds the 
Gulf States with a death grasp, gpd rebel 
privateers are branded pirates on the high 
seas. The North is united, the South is 
not. In the encounters and skirmishes of 
the war the important ratio, for years the 
sectional vaunt, one Southerner equal to 

’ five Northern men, is not only to be forever 
laughed at, but effectually reversed. In the 
Federal army, numbering now some 300,- 
000, not one soldier has been drafted or 


The first repulse of the Government, on 
the 2ist of July, at Manassas, where 280 
were killed, 729 wounded, 477 missing, 
checked what had hitherto been a steady, 
onward, irresistable crushing down of this 
mad rebellion. The fortunes of that day 
showed that the South cannot afford to lose 
one great battle, nor survive two or three 


such victories, if victory it can be called,- 


while the effegt on the North is simply to 
deepen the determination and compel the 
Government to make the war not so much 
a short one, but a final and thorough work 
—a war that will consign “States Rights” 
heresy to an everlasting death, brand “ Dis- 
solution of the Union” an unpardonable trea- 
‘son, and establish a united Republic on the 
basis of the immortal Declaration, to the end 
oftime.

The Sunday Law. 


On the first Sabbath of this month the 
Sunday law, enacted by the last Legisla- 
ture, went into operation. The law is sim- 
ple in its provisions, and is not what may 
be termed, by even its worst enemy, extra- 
puritanical. No one can see in it any de- 
sign or motive to compel men to be religious, 
to force them to heaven at the point of the 
payonet, to support the denunciations 
against the scruples of conscience or pocket. 
It does not claim a religious basis—it quotes 
no sanction of Christianity or Judaism. It 
refers to no precedent and appeals to no 
common law. It is merely a police regula- 
tion. The law closes places of secular busi- 
ness on the first day of the week, and pro- 
vides liberally for exceptions. 

The law makes the day a rest day— 
nothing more. It has been loudly called 
for by the great majority of our fellow- 
citizens for these years past. No where is : 
it hailed with greater pleasure as the very 
presence of a long expected friend, than by 
merchants and business men in the mines 
and mountains. We know scores if not 
hundreds who did not wait for the Sunday 
law, but suspended all Sunday business as 
a physical and moral necessity, although, 
for so doing, they lost custom by men who 
were but too greedy to avail themselves of 


ness, Their disappointment and indigna- 
tion found vent in strong terms when the 
Supreme Court, disgraced by such a chief 
justice as David S. Terry, overruled sucha 
law as unconstitational. 

But again the people have demanded, 
and again a Sunday law is on our Statute 
Book. It gives satisfaction. There isa 
disposition, aside from liquor dealers, on the 
part of the people to respect and maintain 
it. In most of the interior towns it is far 
from being a dead letter. But already an 
organized and powerful opposition is array- 
ed agaifst it. The liquor-dealers of this 
city have combined, if possible to break it 
down. Thousands of dollars have been as- 
sessed to test its constitutionality. 

Thank Heaven, there is no Terry in the 
Supreme Court now. It is worth while, 
therefore, for the friends of the law to see 
that able advocates are furnished to defend 
it. We appeal not to ministers, but to 
business men, to young men, to friends of 
the State, to see that this law, which 
promises to work out incalculable good for 
the people at large, shall not be wiped out 
by mere default. 

If the liquor dealers of San Francisco have 
covenantéd by solemn oath to defeat it, let 
good men of the same city war them with 
their own weapons. If previous efforts have 
been killed by San Francisco delegations, 
let the constituency of the metropolis rise in 
might to defend what is now a law. It 
particularly devolves upon the people of 
this city to take immediate measures, that 
the statute suffers no damage from those 
that traffic in rum and death. tae 

It is due to the State at large who for 
years have prayed the Legislature for the 
law—it is due to those whe boldly and suc- 
cessfully advocated it in the name of the 
people, last winter in Sacramento,—it is 
due to all the Courts in the commonwealth, 
to know that the people claim and defend 
the law as their right, and that a strong.

He cannot go behind it—he 
cannot say to the burglar, to the counter- 
feiter, to the forger, to the criminal of’any 
name, “I’ll make no more arrests till the 
Supreme Court bids me.” | 

Besides, it is grossly unjust to those who 
having a due regard for law comply with 
its letter and spirit, while others are suffered 
to injure their interests by trampling all 
laws under foot, because forsooth the police 
have agreed to wait three months, six 


. months, or longer if need be, to see whether 
- jt is constitutional to make men conform to 


law. If rumsellers are so sensitive on the 


._eonstitutionality of law, let them show it by 


observing the laws, and biding their time 
till the laws are declared unconstitutional. 


meantime obey the laws, as for others. 
We hope our Chief of Police will insist 


on the arrest of every man that breaks the 


He and his staff have no right to do 
anything by way of keeping the law in 
abeyance, but to execute it. We hope our 
Police Judge will so instruct those whose 
duty it is to enforce the law.

Morning and 
evening prayer-meetings were not the least 
interesting and profitable feature of the oc- 
casion.

A Short Letter from Guaymas, Sonora. 


Epitor Pactric :—Supposing you to 
feel some interest in this country, I write a 
few lines. I have been here a little over a 
month, and have not been away from this 
place, and yet, I suspect that I know as 
much of the country as most of those who 
have for several years been writing such 
glowing accounts of Sonora, some of whom 
I am informed had never been out of town, 
from their arrival, when they wrote their 
first description of the interior. 

Different persons who came down with 
me have visited the different prominent 
places in Sonora, and have nearly all re- 
turned, as well as various others who have 
visited the mines, and all brought back a 
bad report. Some have visited those “ beau- 
tiful valleys,” and say, “there is nothing fit 
for cultivation? and, not even grass can be 
produced without more expense than it is 
worth.” Some have visited the gold mines, 
and say, “ There is no gold there ;” others, 
from the silver mines, say, “No man with 
less than $20,000 or $30,000, can ever pay 
their expenses,” and so, nearly all pronounce 
the country a “humbug.” Now, is all this 
to be believed ?—has the land been fairly 
prospected in a month? Others there are 
who tell fine stories; but I generally find 
that they have “axes to grind.” So, I 
will simply say, “I don’t know anything 
about it.” 

A few things, however, I may safely say : 
first, the people here are very poor, and 
everything is done different from what it is, 
with us, at home, and labor is so cheap, be- 
ing chiefly done ‘by Indians, that no one 


‘coming here must expect to make a living 


by his labor; and it will cost just about as 
much to live here as in California. More- 
over, it is expensive traveling here as well 
as in California, and the people are as ready 
to get any spare change a man may have 
as elsewhere. The country is very dry, and 
often a man must travel thirty or forty 
miles without water, especially if he has no 
guide to direct to the springs or wells, that 
may be two or three miles off from the trail 
or road. Again, the climate is very hot 
and oppressive, and the sand and rocks re- 


_ flect the heat of the sun so that it is very 


severe traveling ; and, indeed, few attempt 
to travel except at night or early in the day. 
At this season, everything must be dry and 
barren, even if there are fertile places; for 
there has been no rain for many months, 
and I cannot learn as anybody is making 
any profits by digging gold, or in agricul- 
ture. Yet, allow me once more to say that 
I know nothing of the interior of Sonora, 
for I have not seen it. 

This place is very quiet, more so than a 
place of its size in California usually is. I 
think the population is about three thousand 
souls, yet a fight is rather a rare occur- 
rence; I have known of but three or four 
in a month. To-day, a man just arrived 
had his pocket picked, the first instance I 
have heard of the kind. But I often have 
occasion to blush for my countrymen, who 
seem, many of them, to lose all respect for 
decency when they arrive bere. 

Party feeling also runs pretty high here, 
though less is said than in California about 
our national politics ; but theré seems little 
of brotherly, or even of friendly feeling 
among the Americans here. 

No religion is known, but the Roman 
Catholic, and that does not seem at all pros- 
perous. The women, indeed, attend mass 
and confession ats morning prayers, but 
the men as a general thing pay little atten- 
tion to these things; at least, this is my 
conclusion from what I have seen.

Correspondence from Nevada Territory. 

Eprror Paorric :— Months have passed 
since you and I gossiped over “ Washoe’ 
aud its future prospects. More than fifteen 
months have passed since my first journey 
eastward from San Francisco was com- 
menced. Since which time, civilization, 
law and order have made wonderful pro- 
gress here. Qur mining population now 
embraces some fifteen thousand souls, seat- 
tered in every direction over this Territory ! 
More than one hundred mills for crushing 
ores, sawing lymber, etc., are in operation 
or being lt: 9 Every day the Express 
Company of Wells, Fargo & Co. take 
towards the ocean hundreds of pounds of 
the precious metals, and yet not one quarter 
of the requisite mills are here to enable 
miners to realize their reward for the hard 
labor of day and night employed in shafts 
and tunnels hundreds of feet in the moun- 
tains of this rough part of the world, that 
seem to have been designated by Provi- 
dence for exercising the patienee, persever- 
ance and faith of man! And with these 
three attributes no one need despair! The 
climate is excellent and the health of all 
who will leave rum alone, can be almost 
guaranteed. Our various towns are rapidly 
assuming all the features of “ white settle- 
ments.” This city has its water pipes 
throughout its streets and houses, its fire 
companies, its military organizations— its 
political parties and clubs; and also all 
those places of vice that are ever enslaving 
the thoughtless and weak. 

Gov. Nye has et the wheels of Territo- 
rial government in motion, and at last we 
are under the shadow and protection of that 
strong arm on which all loyal Americans 
lean with confidence and obedience. 

Our little schoolhouse is gathering in the 
children of the emigrants, come they from 
the East or West; and our streets are often 
embelished by the Aoop of the child as also 
of the fashionable lady. 

The only Church in the Territory was 
dedicated last Sabbath by Rev. Isaac Owen, 
Presiding Elder of the Methodist Church.

Owen and a collection was taken up to clear 
the church of all its incumbrance amounting 
to nearly six hundred dollars !—which sum 
was obtained in less than twenty minutes. 
Seo much for this “dreadfully notorious 
Washoe” country. in the evening some 
thirty-five men and women partook of the 
Lord’s Supper, and the occasion was of the 
deepest solemnity and interest to the entire 
congregation that remained to witness its 
celebration. Rev. Mr. Owen during the 
evening mentioned that, twelve years ago, 
he crossed the country in this direction on 
his way from the great West to Oregon, and 
camped upon the borders of the “ Truckee ” 
river; and little did he then think it was 
to be his privilege and pleasure ever to be 
employed as he was this evening, in this 
part.of such a wild and apparently wort)- 
less portion of God’s footstool. The Sunday 
school connected with this Church, of s1x- 
teen to twenty children, is in a most flour- 
ishing condition. The church and books, 
ect., have cost some $2,000—all contributed 
in this city except about twenty dollars re 
ceived from three liberal Christians of your 
city. 

Our city is now overflowing with visi'ors 
of every kind and from every portion of the 
world. One gentleman miade the trip 
twenty-nine days by the way of St. Louis 
and overland. 

Our mining prospects are very encour 
aging, and the fature will surely reward the 
industrious and sober miner.

“‘A New Monetary System.” 

This is the title of a work just received 
from A. Roman & Co., who, as usual, are 
foremost in providing for the public the 
latest as well as the best of literature. The 
title is not alluring to the mass of readers ; 
and as we think it fails to convey any ade- 
quate idea of the importance of the subject, 
or of the novelty of the views advanced, we 
notice the work at more than our usual 
length. ; 

No one can observe great wealth and 
great want side by side—can see the poor 
laborer toiling through life, without even a 
prospect of becoming rich,—while others 
live in idleness and in ease,—can see the 
severest toil the poorest paid—without feel- 
ing that there is an injustice somewhere. 
All politicians and demagogues know how 
deeply the laboring classes feel such facts, 
and how little they understand their cause. 

The mercantile classes of our cities toil 
through years of prosperity “building up,” 
as they say, “ a credit and a business,” when 
suddenly, like an earthquake in the night, a 
financial revulsion dashes to the ground the 
house of their hopes, and sweeps away the 
labor of years. At such times they suffer 
not alone ; for the laboring poor throughout 
the land, find employment suddenly gone, 
and hunger at the door. 

The author of this volume (for twenty- 
five years a New York merchant) was the 
first who called the attention of the public 
to the real causes of these evils—in a 
pamphlet on “ Currency,” and subsequently 
in a very elaborate work entitled “ Labor 
and other Capital.” An unfortunate at- 
tempt at mathematical demonstration of 
every part of the subject rendered this vol- 
ume almost a sealed book to the public. 
The repetition and tediousness of the style, 
and continual proving of truisms wearied 
out the reader before any debateable point 
was reached. To remedy this defect is the 
object of the present work. It presents the 
subject in a readable, but not very attractive 
shape. The author shows that each genera- 
tion must produce most of its own food, 
clothing and support ; aff@that no accumu- 
lation of capital (which is merely the sur- 
plus of past labor) would save from starva- 
tion a nation that ceased to labor for a few 
years. Under our present false system of 
distribution capital receives much and labor 
little of the fruit of this joint production. 
The older the country, or, in 6ther words, 
the longer this unjust law of distribution 
has been in operation, the greater are the 
extremes of wealth and poverty—the wider 
is the gulf between the laborer and the 
capitalist. 

He is, we think, the first writer who has 
shown that these evils arise from a false 
legal standard of distribution, or, in other 
words, money as it now i—the first. who 
has ever given a correct definition of money 
—the first who has shown that money has 
four legal powers which no mere merchan- 
dise or property can have: power to repre- 
sent value, power to measure value, power 
to exchange value and power to accumulate 
value by interest. Governments give to it, 
and to it @fone the powers, and yet make no 
provision to prevent capitalists, banks and 
money-lenders from suddenly hoarding up 
and taking away from the public the only 
thing in the world that will pay.a debt. 

This withdrawal is not a mere possibility 
on paper; it is a terrible reality. It was 
done in 1837 and in 1857, to the sorrow of 
hundreds of thousands,—transferring the 
property of the many to the hands of the 
few. 

His exposition of the evils of the present 
paper money systém of the East is most 


masterly and exhaustive. We commend it 
to any who may wish that our constitution 
permitted the issue of bank bills. 

The accumulation of compound interest 
is treated of at great length ; and some will 
be surprised to find that interest compound- 
ed quarterly, for 73 years, will be 127 
times as great at 7, as at 1 per cent. per 
annum. 

The fundamental idea of the book is, that 
an acre or a dollar, which will produce 
twice as much rent or interest as another 
acre or dollar, is worth twice as much ; and, 
consequently, that the value of money fluct- 
uates with every change in the rate of in- 
terest. Whoever borrows when money 
bears a low rate of idferest, and pays when 
it bears a nigh rate, may return the same 
number of dollars (he received) but does 
not return the same value. 

The first division of the work treats of 
the laws and causes of the present distribu- 
ton of property; the second, proposes a 
remedy. It is curious to note that some 
Writers on finance who have adopted this 
author’s view of the evil, propose a remedy 

etrically opposite.

CULTURE OF THE QUINCE. 


The following report on quinces was read 
at a meeting of the Cincinnati Horticultural 
Society, approved, and a resolution passed 
to publish : 

_ Inorder to have thriving trees and fruitful 

seasons for the quince, it will be necessary 

to plant them in rich soil, or rather in that 

which has been made such by deep cultiva- 

tion and the addition of well rotted and 

well commingled stable manure. The 

quince is somewhat impatient of drouth, to 

prevent which, and to afford an equal sup- 

ply of moisture, deep cultivation is necessa- 

ry previous to planting. We suppose, if 
properly prepared, the soil cannot be too 

rich for the quince. Flat bottom land and 

deep ravines should be avoided, on account 

of the destructive cold which frequently | 
prevails in such localities. 

The root of the quince, in regard to soil 
is exceedingly superficial ; it seeks its food, 
nearer the surface, perhaps, than any tree 
of its size ; many fof its fibrous roots are 
found within half an inch of the surface of 
the soil. The form of the root will suggest 
a few hints as to the proper mode of its cul- 
tivation. He who cultivates all trees alike 
mentally, does his work blindfolded. The 
standard pear, will, as a general thing, 
bear a deep cultivation, and is better for it. 
While the quince, on account of its very 
differently shaped root, emphatically objects 
to any such treatment. ~ 


Although we regard the trimming, and |* 


pinching, and pruning of the dwarf pear as 
beyond our province, as a committee, yet 
we may humbly claim its root, and here 
beg leave to observe, as our opinion, that 
much of the cultivation given to the dwarf, 
though suited to the pear as a standard, has 
been too deep for the quince roots, mutila- 
ting and destroying that which was necessa- 
ry to the support of the plant. - 

The best method, in our estimation, of 
training all quince-rooted trees, is to smoth- 
er all growth of grass and weeds by an ef- 
fectual mulching, which will nourish the 
plant, preserve the roots, and will go far to 
counteract their impatience under drouth. 
A good thrifty quince tree cannot long ex- 
ist under a strong grass sod. If the sod is 
allowed, the tree becomes stunted and scrub- 
by, and soon falls a prey to the borer. It 
needs cultivation, and pays for it as well as 
any of the plant family. A slight annual 
sprinkling of salt we would also recommend. 
As far as our experience extends, it seems 
to be beneficial. 

As a general rule (particular localities ex- 
cepted) we should start the head of the tree 
about two feet from the ground, giving it, 
as much as possible, the cabbage head form. 
If suffered to branch from the ground it 
makes it very inconvenient to attend to its 
proper cultivation—if allowed to head four 
or five feet from the ground, the trunk is 
very liable to be injured by the exposure, 
and to become a victim to the borer. Not 
much trimming is n , except to pre- 
vent rubbing and chafing of the branches 
and the shortening in of new growths, to pro- 

duce strong fruit bearing trees, the follow- 
year. 

It should be borne in mind, in trimming, 
that the fruit is produced on wood of last 
year’s growth. All water sprouts should be 
removed, except where necessary to fill up 
vacancies in the trees, which may have be- 
come thin, from any cause. We wish it 
distinctly understood that we emphatically 
object to a mode of trimming sometimes 
seen, by which the tree is made to produce 
long lanky arms, bare of all shade, with a 
tuft of foliage at the extremity merely, not 
much unlike some of our electioneering 
poles. 

With regard to varieties, the kinds most 
cultivated here, and which we supp are 
the only kinds worthy of general cultivation, 
are the apple and pear-shaped quince. The | 
former is generally most esteemed; is a 
good bearer, and should be most extensively 
cultivated. A true pear-shaped quince is 
not much inferior, a good grower and bearer, 
and a longer keeper than the apple-shaped, 
and hence it may be of importance to culti- 
vate a limited quantity—Prairie Farmer.

A Damp Piace Best ror 
Hens.—A correspondent of the London 
“ Poultry Chronicle” says hens should sit 
in damp rather than dry places, for the fol- 
lowing reasons: “The germ of the egg 
floats uppermost within and against the 
shell, in order that it may meet the genial 
warmth of the breast of the fowl... We 
must, therefore, in hatching, apply most 
warmth to that part only; the egg yeaa 
supplied with only a limited quantity 
moisture, is thus arranged to prevent eva- 
poration from a large surface, as the egg is 
only very warm at the in contact with 
the fowl, until the -searching nourish- 
ment for the embryo has surrounded the in- 
ner surface of the shell, when the whole egg 
becomes gradually warm, and eventually of 
an equal temperature.” 


Tue Pea Nort is planted in ridges about 
three feet apart, and the vine stands up 
about a foot in perpendicular hight. The 
stems shoot out in all directions from it for 
about fifteen inches around. These runners 
have joints about an inch and a half apart ; 
and at each joint a strong root strikes down 
into the ground about two inches deep; at 
the end of this root the pea-pod is formed, 
and comes to maturity. Some farmers cover 
these lateral vines with earth, while others 
leave them bare all the time. It is not 
agreed which is the better mode. When 
ripe, one bunch of vines will have from one 
to two quarts of nuts. One acre will pro- 


duce from thirty-five to fifty bushels. | 


ConpiT1I0N Powsers.—J. W. Harnes, 
of Minnesota, sends us the following receipt 
for making condition powders for horsesand 
cattle : 

2 oz. saltpetre, 2 oz. antimony, 2 oz. rosin, 
2 oz. cream tartar, ¢ oz. sulphur, 1 oz. cop- 
peras, 1 oz. camphor gum; in case of yellow 
water, 4 oz. copperas. 

The ingredients should be reduced to a 
powder and thoroughly mixed, and the mix- 
ture kept dry and not exposed to the air. 
Dose : bne tablespoonful twice a day, mixed 
in a mash, for three days in succession.— 
Genesee Farmer.

From the Mercantile Gazette and Prices Current. 
TARIFF AND TAX BILIS. 


We are indebted to the courtesy of a commercial 
firm in this city for the following item, received from 
New York to-day, under date of August 8d: 

‘* The committee on conference made rapid work to- 
day on the revenue measures, and so harmonized the 
numerous conflicting interests that the bill was speed- 
ily passed, and now only needs the signature of the 
President to become a law. The feature increasing the 
Morrill tafiff, and placing a duty of ten por cent. upon 
its free list, was stricken out, and the old bill allowed 
to remain as it was, with the exeeption of an increased 
duty on silks and liquors, and a duty of two cents a 

nd on sugar, three and a half cents on coffee, and 

fteen cents on tea. Added to this 

direct taxation and an income tax. By the former 
twenty millions are to be raised, while an income tax 
of three per cent on all amounts over eight hundred 
dollars is levied. The direct tax is to be collected 
through general assessors, ope of which is to be ap- 
pointed by the President for each State, The amount 
which will be raised by this bill as passed is estimated 
by the Senate Finance Committee to be one hundred 
millions per annum.” 

From another private dispatch, we learn that the 
duty on foreign brandies is fixed at $1,25 per gallon; 
on Other imported spirits fifty cents per gallon are ad- 
ded to existing rates. On liquors and wines and on 
silk goods, ten per cent. ad valorem is added. By this 
latter dispatch, the duty on coffee is stated to be four 
cents instead of three and one-half cents per pound, and 
ihe bill was to take effect in twenty days from passage. 

It will be seen, that the uncertainty in regard to 
many articles is not yet cleared up, and in fact the whole 
matter requires the confirmation to be furnished only 
by the billdtself in extenso, which is momentarily ex- 


Since writing the foregoing, we have been favored with 
private dispatches from New York to the 9th instant, 
fixing the rates of daty on tea and raw sugars as above ; 
on refined sugaré at four cents; on coffee at four cents ; 
rice, no change. 


DUTY ON COFFEE. 


. The Boston Commercial has the tollowing: 


“‘ The proposed duty of five cents per pound on coffee 
does not meet the views of the public generally. The 
evident result of this advance will be to enrich holders. 
The stock of coffee on hand in the severa] principal 
markets is very large, computed by some at four

It would be a great pity, surely, if men who embark 
their capital in trade should make anything by it. The 
merchant suffers quite as often as he gains, by changes 
in the policy of Governments. Look, for example, at 
the result of political viciesitudes upon the whole mer 
cantile community at the East during the last six 
months. Whatever other objection may be valid 
against the measure proposed, the fact that it may 
result advantageously to somebody, should never be 
urged. 

The views of our cotemporary on the general subject of 
tariffs, will be found elsewhere in our columns; and we 
must confess they harmonize ing great degree with our 
own, but we cannot go to the same extent, Our creed 
is a moderate range of impost duties for revenue pur- 
poses—not for protection, however. Our manufactures 
require no protection; they have been growing now 
for more than forty yerrs, and oughtto be able to go 
alone by this time. All through their “tender in- 
fancy ” and in fact up to the present moment, they have 
been protected and fostered, and had the most favora- 
ble opportunities for development, such as no other 
country affords. Let us hear no} more whimpering, 
then, for protection and emocouragement. If an urgent 
case of need occur, meet it with that private charity 
for which our brethren at the East are so justly distin- 
guished, but levy no more poor taxes upon the nation 
in the shape of protective imposts—for the special ben- 
efit of wealthy corporations, some of which are even 
now paying dividends of thoueands of dollars notwith- 
standing the almost unparalled depression of the times. 
Whatever advantage they can derive from simply rev- 
enue duties, we most cheerfullyeccord. Revenue is 
necessary forthe support of Government, and it should 
be ample, as it probably never can be again upon the 
basis of protection. Let our legislators adopt some 
moderate and equitable scale of imposts, such as shal! 
encourage instead of restraining commerce; and then 
let them adhere to it steadily, as though there were 
really some fixed principles in political economy ap- 
plicable to this subject, upon which the nation and the 
world could depend as operative and controlling. 

Low duties, judiciously adjusted, like low tolls on a 
great thoroughfare, will give increased aggregate re- 
suite ; and in so far as they fall short of the wants of

The absurdity of the 
proposition is manifest. Let him rather tell us what 
has been the ratio of increase for ten years past, and 
apply that to the future. And if it be true, as the writer 
asserts, ‘‘that our system of agriculture is exhausting 
the best Jands,” is it not also true that the area under 
cultivation is gaining breadth from year to year? But 
for the present unhappy political disturbances, we 
would sooner estimate the wheat crop of the United 
States at 200,000,000 bushels, not as an average for any

Fuax Sxep.—Henry Dabbel, of Eden township, Ala- 
meda county, cultivated ten acres in flax seed last sea- 
son. His crop from these ten acres, amounted to one 
hundred and fifty eacks, of one hundred pounds each, 
of good clean seed, or above twenty-five bushels to the 
acre; which, he saya, is not more tbat two-thirds of a 
crop, on account of o)d and inferior seed, and also on 
account of the weeds being too abundant, keeying the 
flax down. 

We understand that the cultivation of this seed will 
be more general next year; and it is stated that the 
consumption on the Pacific coast is about fifteen 
hundred barrels, of two hundred pounds each, per year, 
which can be easily eupplied by our enterprising farm- 
ers, if nndertaken. 

The same party planted quite an extensive field with 
Rape seed last year. He had one hundred acres of it 
under cultivation, from seed imported for the purpose 
from New York. On account of receiving winter seed 
however, instead of summer seed, the enterprise was a 
complete failure. It never came to a shoot, but stands 
in the same condition as when it was about four weeks 
out of the ground. : 

He appears to be not at all discouraged, however, but 
has sent to Germany for the right kind of seed, and 
will try the same quantity again next season. We hope 
he may have better success.— 


Import or Dry Goops,—One of the market feature® 
in our Eastern dispatches is the greatly diminished im- 
port of Dry Goods. The entries tor Juue were but 
about one-fifth the average of the same month for the 
five preceding years. June is usually a dull month; the 
interval between the spring and fall trade is rarely ac- 
tive; but the comparison with former years discloses in 
a striking manner the pernicious nature of causes 
to which we have often referred in months past. In 
another place will be found extracts from the J. S.

Ruma, oF Enc ianp.—Retarns from 
the rural districts of England, according to the new 
census, show a diminution in the agricultural popu!a- 
tion. This is particularly noticeable in Yorkshire, 
whére the decline has in many places been extraordi- 
nary. In Norfolk, Suffolk and Essex counties, the pop- 
ulation has barely held ite ground as compared with 
1861. In some of the great manufacturing tow7s, also, 
there has been a decrease, but the suburbs are much 
more extended and populous. If we mistake not, sim- 
ilar results are visible in portions of France. Rural 
products are decreasing and manufactures expanding 
in beth countries. The uncertainty attending the cul 
ture of cereal craps in England naturally diverts atten- 
tion td pursuits more reliable and profitable; while in 
France the cheapening of transportation by the intro- 
duetion of railroads, admits the grains of the neighbor- 
ing nations upon terms that conflict with theinterests of 
home production. Hence the change referred to abeve; 
and to this, in some degree, doubtiess, may be attribut- 

‘ed the growing demand upon the granaries of the 
United States.—I>.
